Security and rigidity are essential with a detachable Nut, and as 
the “‘Record” Nut is dovetailed into the base of the Body, it is 
absolutely fixed and rigid in the Vice. The front of the Nut faces up 
to a strong abutment, which takes all the pressure close up underneath 
the screw. 


This method of securing the Nut in the vice body, together with 
the long barrel of the Nut (which is equal to three diameters of the 
screw), ensures perfect alignment of the Screw and Nut under the 
greatest pressure.

DIRECTIONS FOR SHARPENING AND ADJUSTING 


Sharpening.—When the cutting edges of Standard Temper Jaws 
become worn they can be sharpened with a suitable smooth file, but 
care must be taken to preserve the original cutting angles as nearly 
as possible. 


Jaws of Special Temper should be ground, care being taken not 
to “draw” the temper by overheating. 


Adjustment.—After sharpening, the jaws of the tool will need 
readjustment to the correct cutting position, i.e., until they nearly 
meet or in the case of the Nut Splitter to the correct distance to 
allow the nut to be split without damaging the threads of the bolt. 
This adjustment is made by loosening the Handle Adjusting Screws 
AA and tightening the Arm Adjusting Screws BB until the jaws are 
in the correct cutting position, and then lock by tightening the 
screws AA. 


If the wear on the jaws necessitates dismantling the Cutting 
Head for sharpening it can be removed from the Arms by unscrewing 
the Connecting Bolts CC, the Right Bolt being Left-hand Thread and 
the Left Bolt being Right-hand Thread.

HINTS FOR GRINDING AND HONING PLANE IRONS 


The best results are only obtained when the Bevel of the Cutting 
lron is ground at the correct angle, that is 25 degrees. A line gauge 
for this purpose is stamped on Record Cap Irons and should be used 
as shown below. Water should be used on the grindstone wherever 
possible to prevent the temper of the Iron being drawn and a square 
should be used to ensure that the cutting edge is ground square 
with the sides of the iron. 


\\* 





The process of honing or whetting is simply rubbing the bevelled 
edge of the Iron on the face of the oilstone. The best kind of stone 
for Plane Irons (and also for Chisels and other carpenters’ tools) is a 
medium cutting grit which may be either natural or artificial, i.e., 
manufactured. With natural stones, there is still an element of luck 
as to whether one secures a good one, but if a well-known brand is 
procured, such as the Lillywhite Washita, it is possible to get a good one. 

Of the manufactured stones, the India stone will serve well, and 
a two-sided one, i.e., medium and fine, will give good service. Fora 
very keen edge that is a delight to use, the edge should be finished off 
on an Arkansas stone. If the stone is new it should be soaked in oil 
for a few days (India stones excepted, for they are oil-filled already). 

First put a few drops of oil on the stone and wipe it thoroughly 
clean with a rag—not shavings, which are apt to fill the pores of the 
stone with dust and grit. Having cleaned the stone and put a few 
drops of oil on it, bring Iron into contact with the stone. Feel the 
bevel in contact throughout, and then raise the back slightly so that 
you will work on the front, i.e., the cutting edge. The best motion 
is “‘to and fro,” though some craftsmen use a figure of 8 motion. 

Use as much of the flat surface of the stone as possible, for in 
this way the wear on the stone is more evenly spread. Do not allow 
the iron to “rock,” as this must inevitably result in a curved edge 
that cannot cut well and will necessitate re-grinding straight away. 
Keep the wrists rigid and the angle of iron to stone constant. Apply 
a moderate pressure and keep whetting until the line of reflected 
light on the edge disappears. 

There will be a certain amount of wire edge rubbed away, and 
this will hang on at the extreme edge. To remove it, turn the Iron 
over absolutely flat on the stone and give two or three light rubs. 
On no account have the Iron raised so that this produces a bevel. 

An ultra keen edge can be obtained by finishing off on a leather 
strop placed flat on the bench. The strop should be dressed with 
Russian tallow and a little fine flour emery.
